- ■ Perhaps no community In the United Stalcfl 
Is puttlnB forth' a, more eonKientloiw attempt 
to cope with the problem of highway fatal- 
ities; than is damonstratca year ofter year by 
the people of Maslc Valley. 

The results are not as gratl/ylnir'as they

Through the Magic Valley Safety confer- 
ence and the various civic organUatlons In- 
tercatefl in'the-problem. the peopie of Bouth 
central Idaho probably have heard the prob- 
lem aiscuBsea from evfry angle— to the point 
that they probkbly have difficulty in deciding 
just what Is the most logical approoch to a 
solution. ■ ^ . 

In that conectton, we believe that J. Dewey 
Dorsett, general manager of the Association 
or Casualty and Surety Companies, made 
- quite a comprehensive appraisal of the traf- 
lic problems in » recent address before the 
Kentuclcy Association of Insurance Agents, 
in LoulsvUle. Re pulled no punches In point- 
ing out Just where he . thinks, most of the 
.__ trouble lies and what must be done It we 
lire to make any msii»d liesdwsy In « 'na- 
tlonal campaign to curb all the slaughter 
«nd~destructloh"oa~our hlghwaysr 

"There has been lo much preaching, so 
much' double-taUE and so much contradic- 
tion in^olmost everything we have heard and 
read about (this problem) that the people are 
confused. Irritated and bored," said Mr. Dor- 
sett In'Iaunchlng his discussion. 

"It Irrltatcj me, lor Instance, to be told 
one minute that our streets and highways 
were strewn last year with some 37,500 dead 
and somewhere between 1,300,000 and 1,800.- 
000 ifidlmed men, women -and children, only 
. to be assured the next minute that this Is 
really an Improvement over previous year, 
because more motor vehicles are being driven 

— moro-mllca. than ever beIore.;^;:_r; 

"It irritates me, egaln, to read that 
motorist, with a record.of Ilye lines and five 
driving permit revocations in-flve successive 
years.-hnsjnst'been recommended -fora-slxth- 
revocation after running down two women. 

"Every person who has Uie InielUgence to 
read a newspaper knows that too many people 
lu'o being killed, too many people are being 
Injured and too' much property Is being 
destroyed." 

Then he went on to explain the two steps 
which he believes must be taken before "safety 
and sanity will ^evcr be restored to the streets 
and highways of America." 

The first Is "JJrm and CDntJnuous Jaw en- 
forcement." ' 

The second Is to "root out the bureaucracy, 
bickerings, personal interests, Jealousies and 
consequent Ineffectiveness that have reduced 
the traffic safety professfon to a state jjordcr- 
Inff incompetence." , 

Following are some of the highlights .with 
which Mr. Doraett supported his contentions: 

"We must make it inescapably dear to 
every motorist that the ownership and opcra- 
tlon of ft motor vehicle Is NOT^a right. It Is 
a privilege that is granted under license and 
may be exercised only In compliance with 
specific conditions that are established for 
the protection of the public. We can never 
teach these facta to the motorist by preaching 
and coddling. 

"Let us mince no words; Until the courts 
(take drastic action) we will never convince 
the tnotorlits that owning .and operating a 
motor vehicle Is not a rlght-a right that far 
too many exerelie wJth a swashbuckling de- 
fiance ,that endangers the lives, security and 
property ol everyone. 

"The motorists are not to blame. They have 
been ao coddled by the c6urts,-3o pampered by 
the politicians, and so misled by the pro- 
fessional safety -spcclnllsts, -thot they are 
justified In misunderstanding and dlsregard- 

- ing their responslbllltlM as the operators of 
, machines that can kill, malm and destroy.
